New Chapter In Misspent Life. 
The shooting of Chief Dow and the 
I man-hunt which fallowed furnished a 
new chapter in the story f t the life of 
a wealthy young man gone wrong that 
, reads like a novel.

Fellows. 
His parents arp highly re­ 
spected and wealthy residents of Ca­ 
naan, Vermont. At an early age, res­ 
id en ts of Canaan said, the boy, who 
; was exiled “Dell” was hard to control. 
! 
While still in school he was involv­ 


ed in a shooting affair at Granby, Ver­ 
mont, in which Michael Nolan was se­ 
riously wounded. 
Eluding the officers of the law, 
'D ell” Fellows 
jumped 
aboard 
a 
freight train and made hts way West. 
His father adjusted the troubles with 
Vermont authorities. 
The next heard of Fellows he was 
•erring in the Marine corps and he is 
said to have made a brave and excel­ 
lent soldier. 
Eloped With Town's Prettiest Girl. 
After his term of enlistm ent was 
up, “Dell” returned to Vermont and 
began a career as school teacher in a 
Lunenburg school. 


Early in his life as a village school­ 
master, young Fellows eloped with 
Miss Marlon Bunnell, known as the 
prettiest girl In the towi$ 
A few weeks later, “Dell” Fellows 
! was In trouble again. The village min- 
i ister called at the school one day to 
suggest that discipline was lax in the 
school. Fellows promptly grabbed the 
clergyman by the collar and threw him 
bodily from the school house. 
He was arrested and placed in the 
Lunenburg jail. 
Securing a m w by 
some means unknown. Fellows cut the 
bars of his cell and escaped. A posse 
followed his trail to a farm house, 
where the young schoolmaster* was 


cornered. 
When Fellows came downstairs In 
the farm house he carried a coat over 
his ann and beneath It had concealed 
a sawed-off shotgun. The deputy sher­ 
iff, an elderly man, in charge of the 
posse was struck over the head by 
Fellows. 
As the deputy fell. Fellows 
jumped through a window of the farm 
house and escaped in the woods.

More City Managers 


Rochester, N. Y., has just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. It will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There will be a short 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated that merely changing a char­ 
ter and getting a new form of government, no matter how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, will not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax and careless 
population cannot get good government no matter what it tries. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. One 
is that it is really a good plan. The other is that ii takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the pail of the popula­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, and .some 
of this activity and enlightment holds ova? and supports t he man­ 
ager.

r STORMS" MYTH 


Have No Standing in Meteo­ 
rology, Says Weather 
Bureau Expert.

Washington.—This 
Is 
the 
storm 
time of the year, but there are no 
such tilings as ''equinoctial storms.’* 
They are a myth and have no stand* 
lng In meteorology, according to a 
statement by the American Nature 
association. This will shock thousands 
who have carried from school days 
some hazy information about "equinoc­ 
tial storms,” such as caught the Shen­ 
andoah. They are line squalls. 
“There Is no maximum of storm 
frequency 
according 
to 
statistics, 
either in this country or in Europe, 
close to the date of either‘equinox," 
according to the American Nature as­ 
sociation, which publishes an extended 
statement on the point in Nature 
magazine by 0. F. Talman of the 
United States weather bureau. 
“Of 
course In the long run many storms 
do occur about these dates, Just as 
they occur at all other times,** the 
writer points out, “but there Is no 
scientific reason for supposing their 
occurrence can be connected In any 
way with the sun’s passage over what 
iii* schoolboy described as a ‘menag­ 
erie lion running around the earth'.** 
Looked for In Autumn. 
An "equinoctial” is looked for In 
the United States particularly In the 
autumn. 
The autumnal equinox oc­ 
curs during the season of West India 
hurricanes, and It occasionally hap­ 
pens that storms of this character 
sweep up our eastern seaboard witb- 
to a week or two of the date In ques­ 
tion, extending their Influence far in­ 
land. 
These events have probably 
helped to foster the widespread bdle! 
in an autumnal equinoctial storm. 
“The Shenandoah was caught In a 
Hue squall,” the statement continues. 
“A balloon or airplane would not 
have been exposed to similar strain 
and would probably have weathered 
the gale. 
“In fact, part of the wrecked air­ 
ship, containing some of the gasbags, 
was wafted to earth 12 miles from the 
scene of the disaster, carrying sev­ 
eral members of the crew to a safe 
lauding. 
“The squall that caused this tragedy 
of the air takes Its place in the cata­ 
logue of historic storms. It brought to 
general 
knowledge 
the 
fact, 
pre­ 
viously little realized except by weath­ 
er men and airmen, that storms can 
wreak their fury by blowing vertical­ 
ly as well as horizontally. 
It also 
naturalized the term "llne-squall” In 
the popular vocabulary. 
“Violent 
upward 
and 
downward 
movements of the air prevail in all 
squalls and thunderstorms. This fact 
he- been known for many years, but 
J* has only recently assumed practical 
importance. Formerly only the bird* 
and 
occasional 
balloonists 
were 
whirled aloft or dashed downward by 
vertical gales, but today such gales 
threaten the lives of aa army of aero­ 
nauts. 
“Squalls, like tornadoes, are of such 
brief duration and generally of such 
limited area that they defy predic­ 
tion by means of the ordinary machin­ 
ery of weather forecasting. 
“As to storms, the V | Wind of Ire­ 
land,’ January 6-T, 188®, according to 
contemporary . newspaper 
accounts, 
was one of the great weather die 
asters of modern times. 
"The ‘Great Storm' of 1703 Is sup­ 
posed to have been the most severe 
tempest that ever visited the British 
Isles. It cost the lives of more than 
8,000 seamen, including some 1,500 
men (rf the royal navy. 
“The Barbados hurricane of IWO 
was probably the most destructive 
hurricane that has occurred in the 
West Indies. 
“Saxby's gale swept over eastern 
Canada with terrific force October 4, 
1860. 
It owes Its name to the fact 
that It was predicted by a Lieutenant 
Bixby of the British navy. 
Hlatorlo Storms. 
“In the Backergunge cyclone, Oc­ 
tober, 1876, more than 100,000 people 
were drowned by the storm waves 
^ * e r the Ganges delta.

NE of my friends in a distant state just died 
of erysipelas. It Is rare for an adult to die of 
this disease. I think I may say It never hap­ 
pens unless there is some associated or underlying 
disease. In the case of my friend, I understand he 
had diabetes. This would account for his lowered 
resistance and the fatal Issue of his attack of ery­ 
sipelas. 
There is a warning in this which should not be 
disregarded. If you will watch yourself and at onca 
get rid of any simple ailment that may attack you.

It Isn’t .so much where you are as in what direction you are 
going. Business and population “curves” al e based On this truth. 
The latest figures for the 18 American cities now possessing more 
than 400,000 people suggest interesting possibilities, based on 
their varying rate of gain since 1900. 
They stand at present in this order: 
New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, Baltimore, Boston, Los 
Angeles, Pittsburgh, San Francisco, Buffalo, Milwaukee, Wash­ 
ington, Newark, Minneapolis. New Orleans, Cincinnati. 
New York with its 0,000,000 plus and Chicago with its near 
3,000,000, each gaining about 3 per cent a year, may be expected 
to keep their places for some decades, because of their big lead 
and Philadelphia’s slow gain. Some of those toward the tail end 
cf this list may fall out. Cincinnati has gained onfy 25 per cent 
in as many years, and Pittsburgh and Boston only 39 per cent. 
Contrasted with them is a small group of cities forging ahead a f 
giant’s pace. 
Most remarkable of all is Los Angeles, which in this last 
quarter-century has gained 009 per cent. 
Next in speed comes 
Detroit, with 331 per cent gain. There ara two others which have 
more than doubled in 25 years—Cleveland with 145 per cent gain 
and Minneapolis with 109 per cent. 
These figures suggest that Los Angeles may pass in turn 
Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis and Cleveland before 1950, and possi­ 
bly also Detroit and Philadelphia, gaining third place. Cleveland 
might follow Detroit past Philadelphia, which has a big lead but 
has been gaining only 2 per cent a year to Cleveland’s nearly 6 per 
rent. 
Minneapolis may move into the Big Ten. 
Some of the 
southern cities not in this list are sure to rise far above their pres­ 
ent rating.

More City Managers 


Rochester, N. Y., h a s just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. It will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There will be a short 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated that merely changing a char 
ter and getting a new form of government, no matter how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, will not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax and careless 
population cannot get good government no matter what it tines. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. One 
Is that it is really a good plan. The other is that ii takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the part of the popula­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, and some 
of this activity and enlightment holds ovti* mid supports the man­ 
ager.

Have No Standing in Meteo­ 
rology, Says Weather 
Bureau Expert

YOUR HEALTH 


Frequent Examinations Are 
One Secret of Long Life 


Washington.—This 
is 
the 
storm 
time of the year, but there are no 
such things os "equinoctial storms." 
They are a myth and have no stand­ 
ing in meteorology, according to a 
statement by the American Nature 
association. This will shock thousands 
who have carried from school days 
some haxy Information about "equinoc­ 
tial storms," such as caught the Shen­ 
andoah. 
They are line squalls. 
"There is no maximum of storm 
frequency 
according 
to 
statistics, 
either la this country or In Europe, 
close to the date of either •equinox,'* 
according to the American Nature as­ 
sociation, which publishes an extended 
statement on the point in Nature 
magaslne, by 0. F. Talman of the 
United States weather bureau. 
"Of 
course in the long run many storms 
do occur about these dates, just as 
they occur at all other times," the 
writer points out, "but there is no 
scientific reason for supposing their 
occurrence can he connected in any 
way with the sun's passage over what 
schoolboy described as a ‘menag­ 
erie lion running around the earth’." 
Looked for In Autumn. 
An "equinoctial" is looked for in 
tile United States particularly In the 
autumn. 
The autumnal equinox oc­ 
curs during the season of West India 
hurricanes, and it occasionally hap­ 
pens that storms of this character 
Sweep up our eastern seaboard with- 
1 la a week or two of the date in ques­ 
tion, extending their influence far In­ 
land. 
These events have probably 
helped to foster the widespread belief 
in an autumnal equinoctial storm. 
•The Shenandoah was caught in a 
line squall," the statement continues. 
"A balloon or airplane would not 
have been exposed to similar strain 
and would probably have weathered 
the gale. 
"In fact, part of the wrecked air­ 
ship, containing some of the gasbags, 
was wafted to earth 12 miles from the 
scene of the disaster, carrying sev­ 
eral members of the crew to a safe 
lauding. 
“The squall that caused this tragedy 
of the air takes its place In the cata­ 
logue of historic storms. It brought to 
general 
knowledge 
the 
fact, 
pre­ 
viously little realised except by weath­ 
er men and airmen, that storms can 
wreak their fury by blowing vertical­ 
ly as well as horizontally. 
It also 
naturalised the term "line-squall" in 
the popular vocabulary. 
"Violent 
upward 
and 
downward 
movements of the air prevail In all 
squalls and thunderstorms. This fact 
has been known for many yearn, but 
J* has only recently assumed practical 
Wmyortance. 
Formerly only the birds 
and 
occasional 
balloonists 
were 
whirled aloft or dashed downward by 
vertical gales, but today such gales 
threaten the lives of an army of aero­ 
nauts. 
^ 
"Squalls, like tornadoes, are of such 
brief duration and generally of such 
limited area that they defy predic­ 
tion by means of the ordinary machin­ 
ery of weather forecasting. 
“As to storms, the cig Wind of Ire­ 
land,' January 6-T, ISS®, according to 
contemporary 
newspaper 
accounts, 
was one of the great weather dis­ 
asters of modern times. 
"The 'Great Storm' of 1703 is sup­ 
posed to have been the most severe 
tempest that ever visited the British 
Isles. 
It cost the lives of more than 
<4,000 seamen, including some 1,800 
men of the royal navy. 
"The Barbados hurricane of 1780 
was probably the most destructive 
hurricane that has occurred in the 
West Indies. 
"Saxby's gale swept over eastern 
Canada with terrific force October 4, 
I860. 
It owes Its name to the fact 
that it was predicted by a Lieutenant 
Saxby of the British navy. 
Historic Storms. 
"In the Backergunge cyclone, Oc- J 
tober, 1878, more than 100,000 people 
were drowned by the storm waves 
**er the Ganges delta.

It must ally the new voter 
with unprejudiced non-partisan judg­ 
ment. 
“It must enable my generation to 
find out the truth about public affairs. 
And if America does not surrender the 
truth to this new and enquiring gen­ 
eration, it must remain the happy 
hunting ground of humbug and bluff 
of Ignorance.” 
Miss Holt said the younger women 
of the day were concerned chiefly 
with three major problems.

R egular b u tter fat tests 
and system atic production records are

W e urge th at care be taken in In 
troducing cattle into the herd to avoid 
Introduction of tuberculosis. W e un­ 
derstand th at two head of cattle w ere 
purchased in the spring of 1924 and 
th at one of these was found to be sick 
and was slaughtered in a short tim e. 
Also th at no infection w as found by t

Careful m anagem ent has resulted in 
a crop of such size th a t several hund- 
dred bushels may be sold instead of 
being bought as In form er years.

W e suggest sowing a sm all field ot 
alfalfa to provide m ore legum e hay for 
the cattie. 
P art of the pasture on the Amanda

This 
should be put Into cultivation and fin ­ 
ally gotten into good pasture. 
We suggest securing an estim ation 
of the cost of draining all the bottom 
land and if practical, gradually a r­ 
range the layout of fields looking to ­ 
ward that end.

His parents arp highly re­ 
spected and w ealthy residents of Ca­ 
naan, Vermont. 
At an early age, res­ 
idents of Canaan said. the boy, who 
was called "Dell” was hard to control. 
W hile still in school he was involv­ 


ed in a shooting affair at Granby, V er­ 
mont, in which M ichael Nolan was se ­ 
riously wounded.

The shooting of Chief Dow and the 
iman-hunt which followed furnished a 
new chapter in the story ff the life of 
a wealthy young man gone wrong that 
I reads like u novel. 
H e was christened George Ordoll 
Fellows. 
His parents arp highly re­ 
spected and wealthy residents of Ca­ 
naan, Vermont. 
At an early age. ree- 
, ldents of Canaan said, the boy, who 
was chilled "Dell” was hard to control. 
While still In school he was involv­ 


ed in a shooting affair at Granby, Ver- 
moot, In which Michael Nolan was se­ 
riously wounded. 
Eluding the officers of the law, 
"Dell” Fellows 
jumped 
aboard 
a 
freight train and made his way West. 
His father adjusted the troubles with 
Vermont authorities.

A few weeks later, "Dell” Fellows 
was In trouble again. The village m in­ 
ister called at the school one day to 
suggest that discipline was lax In the 
school. Fellows promptly grabbed the 
clergyman by the oollar and threw him 
bodily from the school house. 
He was arrested and placed In the 
Lunenburg jail.

Service-Safety Director-Designate 


John W. Moore, clerk of the board of deputy state supervi­ 
sors of elections for Columbiana county, will be East Liverpool’s 


first serviee-safety director. 
His appointment, announced today by Mayor-elect Ralph C. 
Belledom, gives the Democratic party the most important place 
within the gift of the incoming municipal chieftain, for under 
councilman»: enactment the offices of the service and safety direc­ 
tors, now held by A. G. Ellis and S. E. Anderson, respectively, are 
combined. 
This law is effective with the retirement of the Re­ 
publican administration. 
Splendid judgment has been shown by Mr. Benedum in the 
selection of Mr. Moure. The new eervice-safety director, by virtue 
of his recognized ability as a business man as well as his knowl­ 
edge of municipal government, is well qualified for the exacting 
duties of directing tile police and fire departments and supervising 
the operations of the water works and street department and 
handling other tasks which fall to the lot of his office. 
Mr. Moore, a native of East Liverpool, has been a resident of 
East Liverpool for 35 years. 
For 25 years he was engaged in the 
furniture business, about six years with the Frank Crook com­ 
pany and 19 years with the Moore Furniture company, which he 
organized in 1904 and of which he was president until his retire­ 
ment a few' years ago. 
He also was business manager of The 
Morning Tribune from 1911 to 1918, and since then has devoted 
his attention to diversified interests. 
For five years he has been 
clerk of the election board. 
In addition to his business experience, Mr. Moore, who is a 
student of municipal, state and national government and an ex­ 
pert on taxation questions, served as a member of the board of 
deputy auditors in the field service which fixed land values in the 
recent re-appraisement of Columbiana county property. And, too, 
he is a director of the Chamber of Commerce and a member of the 
public affairs committee of the Kiwanig club. 
He is a man of sound judgment and pleasing personality 
and is an advocate of business principles in governmental affaire. 
In every respect, he is the right man for the directorship of the 
serv ice and safety departments.

City Population Curves 


It isn’t so much where you are as in what direction you are 
going. Business and population “curves” are based on this truth. 
The latest figures for the 18 American cities now possessing more 
than 400,000 people suggest interesting possibilities, based on 
their varying rate of gain since 1900. 
They stand at present iii this order: 
New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, Baltimore, Boston, Los 
Angeles, Pittsburgh, San Francisco, Buffalo, Milwaukee, Wash­ 
ington, Newark, Minneapolis. New' Orleans, Cincinnati. 
New York with its 6,000,000 plus and Chicago with its near 
3,000,000, each gaining about 3 per cent a year, may be expected 
to keep their places for some decades, because of their big lead 
and Philadelphia’s slow gain. 
Some of those toward the tail end 
cf this list may fall out. 
Cincinnati has gained only 25 per cent 
In as many years, and Pittsburgh and Boston only 39 per cent. 
Contrasted with them is a small group of cities forging ahead at~ 
giant’s pace. 
Most remarkable of all is Los Angeles, which in this last 
Quarter-century has gained 609 per cent. 
Next in speed comes 
Detroit, with 331 per cent gain. There are two others which have 
more than doubled in 25 years—Cleveland w ith 145 per cent gain 
and Minneapolis with 109 per cent. 
These figures suggest that Los Angeles may pass in turn 
Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis and Cleveland before 1950, and possi­ 
bly also Detroit and Philadelphia, gaining third place. 
Cleveland 
might follow Detroit past Philadelphia, which has a big lead but 
has been gaining only 2 per cent a year to Cleveland’s nearly 6 per 
rent. 
Minneapolis may move into the Big Ten. 
Some of the 
southern cities not in this list are sure to rise far a b o v e their pres­ 
ent rating.

ter part of the last century the Osages 
i had, up to 1925, received $96,000,000 
in oil and

More C ity M anagers 


Rochester, N. Y., lins just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. 
Ii will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There will be a short 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated thai merely changing a ch a t­ 
ter and getting a new form of government, no matter how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, will not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax anti cureless 
population cannot get good government no matter what it tries. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. 
One 
Is that it is really a good plan. The other is that ii takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the part of the p o p u la ­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, and some 
of this activity and enlightment holds o v a and supports the man­ 
ager.

On Nov. IO, 1603, toe United States 
concluded a tieaty with the Osage 
tribe at Fort Clark, Kansas, a post 
near Kansas City. 
By this treaty the 
tribe ceded 
to 
the government ail 
their lands east of a line running due 
south from Fort Clark to tho A rkan­ 
sas river, and also all their lands west 
of tho Missouri river. 
This territory 
comprised tho larger part of what Is 
now the state 
of 
Missouri and the 
northern portion of the state of 
Ar- 
kansas. 
The territory remaining to 
them was all the territory now occu­ 
pied by the state of Oklahoma, north 
of the Canadian and Arkansas rivers. 
It Is Ironical that the Osages should 
be the receivers of the greatest 
in­ 
come per capita in tho world. 
In the 
latter part of the nineteenth century 
they were found roaming the plains 
of southern and western Kansas, over 
the ground that Is now part of the 
great 
wheat belt. 
Settlers pushing 
westward found them there, shooting 
buffalo and living In their savage no­ 
madic life. 
The ground they hunted 
on was rich and fertile, propitious for 
farming, and the pioneers coveted It. 
They therefore spoke to the men In 
W ashington 
and 
negotiations were 
opened with the tribe. 
These 
negotiations 
ended in an 
agreement whereby the Osages were 
to relinquish their lauds in Kansas 


to tho United States for a little n • 
titan a dollar an acre. 
In ret tm r 
th»» they w ere to receive Intel in * 
labom a which wa» to be pureha1' 
with fund» derived from the «ale 
tho K ansas territory. 
It made litf 
difference to the Osages ju tf so th '1 
could hutjt and roam, so the 
gr*»* 
njent w as reached readily. 
Tho O klahom a Indians were th* se 
lers in this gloat 
real estate de* 
They shrewdly turned over to the:' 
northern neighbors the w orst grout) 
they could trum p up for the sale nu 
the Osages, by act of congress, Jal 
15, 1870, found themscdve» w ithin th 
lim its of their present reservation. 
And then in the early nineties cam* 
the discovery of oil. The story of tin 
oil boom rivals the story of the gob 
rushes to California and Alaska.

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“EQUINOCTIAL 
r STORMS" MYTH 


Have No Standing in Meteo­ 
rology, Says Weather 
Bureau Expert. 


W ashington.—T his 
is 
th# 
storm 
tim e of the year, but thers are no 
such tilings as “equinoctial storm*." 
They are a myth and have no stand* 
log in meteorology, according to a 
sta te m en t by the American Nature 
association. This will shock thousands 
who have carried from school days 
some hazy Information about “equinoc­ 
tial storms," such as caught the Shen­ 
andoah. They are line squalls. 
"There Is no maximum of storm 
frequency 
according 
to 
statistics, 
either in this country or In Europe, 
close to the date of either “equinox," 
according to the American Nature as­ 
sociation, which publishes an extended 
Statement on the point In Nature 
magazine, by O. F. Talman of the 
United States weather bureau. 
"Of 
course In the long run many storms 
do occur about these dates, Just as 
they occur at all other times," the 
writer points out, “but there Is no 
scientific reason for supposing their 
> 


occurrence can ba connected In any 
way with the sun’s passage over what 
tuS schoolboy described as a ‘menag­ 
erie lion running around the earth'." 
Looked for In Autumn. 
An "equinoctial" is looked for In 
the United States particularly In the 
autumn. 
The autumnal equinox oc­ 
curs during the season of West India 
hurricanes, and It occasionally hap­ 
pens that storms of this character 
sweep up our eastern seaboard with­ 
in a week or two of the date In ques­ 
tion, extending their Influence far In­ 
land. 
These events have probably 
helped to foster the widespread belief 
in an autumnal equinoctial storm. 
"The Shenandoah was caught In a 
line squall," the statement continues. 
“A balloon or airplane would not 
have been exposed to similar strain 
and would probably have weathered 
the gale. 
“In fact, part of the wrecked air- 
ahlp, containing some of the gasbags, 
was wafted to earth 12 miles from the 
scene of the disaster, carrying sev­ 
eral members of the crew to a safe 
lauding. 
“The squall that caused this tragedy 
of the air takes Its place In the cata­ 
logue of historic storms. It brought to 
general 
knowledge 
the 
fact, 
pre­ 
viously little realized except by weath­ 
er men and airmen, that storms can 
wreak their fury by blowing vertical­ 
ly as well ss horizontally. 
It also 
naturalized the term “llne-squoll" In 
the popular vocabulary. 
“Violent 
upward 
and 
downward 
movements of the air prevail In all 
•quails and thunderstorms. This fact 
has been known for many years, bat 
^ has only recently assumed practical 
im portance. 
Formerly only the birds 
and 
occasional 
balloonists 
were 
whirled aloft or dashed downward by 
vertical gales, but today such gales 
threaten the lives of an army of aero­ 
nauts. 
"Squalls, like tornadoes, are of aud» 
brief duration and generally of such 
limited area that they defy predic­ 
tion by means of the ordinary machin­ 
ery of weather forecasting. 
"As to storms, the Ulg Wind of Ire­ 
land/ January 6-T, 1889, according to 
contemporary 
newspaper 
accounts, 
was on# of the great weather dis­ 
asters of modern times 
“The ‘Great Storm* of 1703 la «ap­ 
posed to have been the most severs 
tempest that ever visited the British 
Isles. It cost the lives of more than 
9,000 seamen, Including some 1,500 
men of the royal navy. 
"The Barbados hurricane of 1780 
was probably the most destructive 
hurricane that has occurred In the 
West Indies. 
“Saxby's gale swept over eastern 
Canada with terrific force October 4, 
1800. 
It owes Its uame to the fact 
that It was predicted by a Lieutenant 
Saxby of the British navy. 
Historic Storms. 
"In the Backergunge cyclone, Oc­ 
tober, 1870, more than 100,000 people 
were drowned by the storm waves 
the Ganges delta. 
The blizzard of March 11-14, 1888, 
jllho known as the ‘great March bliz­ 
zard,' ‘the New Vork blizzard,' and, 
in New Hampshire, as the ‘town-meet­ 
ing storm,’ is historic. 
"T he Samoa hurricane of March 18, 
1889, w recked.

More City M anagers 


Rochester, N. Y., has just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. It will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There will he a short 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated that merely changing a char­ 
ter and getting a new form of government, no matter how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, will not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax and careless 
population cannot get good government no m atter what it tries. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. One 
Is that it is really a good plan. The other is that it takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the part of the popula­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, aud .some 
of this activity and enbghtmenl holds ovu: and supports the man­ 
ager.

City Population Curves 


It isn’t so much where you are as in what direction you are 
going. Business and population “curves” are based On this truth. 
The latest figures for the 18 American cities now possessing more 
than 400,000 people suggest interesting possibilities, based on 
their varying rate of gain since 1900. 
They stand at present in this order: 
New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, Baltimore, Boston, Los 
Angeles, Pittsburgh, San Francisco, Buffalo, Milwaukee, Wash­ 
ington, Newark, Minneapolis. New Orleans, Cincinnati. 
New York with its 0,000,000 plus and Chicago with its near 
3,000,000, each gaining about 3 per cent a year, may be expected 
to keep their places for some decades, because of their big lead 
and Philadelphia’s slow gain. 
Some of those toward the tail end 
cf this list may fall out. Cincinnati has gained only 25 per cent 
In as many years, and Pittsburgh and Boston only 39 per cent. 
Contrasted with them is a small group of cities forging ahead a f 
giant’s pace. 
Most remarkable of all is Los Angeles, which iii this last 
quarter-century has gained 009 per cent. 
Next in speed comes 
Detroit, with 331 per cent gain. There are two others which have 
more than doubled in 25 years—Cleveland with 145 per cent gain 
and Minneapolis with 109 per cent. 
These figures suggest that Los Angeles may pass in turn 
Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis and Cleveland before 1950, and possi­ 
bly also Detroit and Philadelphia, gaining third place. Cleveland 
might follow Detroit past Philadelphia, which has a big lead but 
has been gaining only 2 per cent a year to Cleveland’s nearly 6 per 
cent. 
Minneapolis may move into the Big Ten. 
Some of the 
southern cities not in this list are sure to rise far above* their pres­ 
ent rating. 


M ore City M anagers 


Rochester, N. V., has just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. It will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There w ill be a "bort 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated that merely changing a char 
ter and getting a new form of government, no matter how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, w ill not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax and careless 
population cannot get good government no matter what it tries. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. One 
is that it is really a good plan. The other is that it takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the part of the popula­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, aud some 
of this activity and enlightment holds ovur and supports the man­ 
ager.

This will shock thousands 
who have carried from school days 
some hazy Information about "equinoc­ 
tial storms." such as caught th* Shen­ 
andoah. 
They are Un# squalls. 
"There Is no maximum of storm 
frequency 
according 
to 
atatlstlc*, 
either in this country or In Europe, 
close to the data of either •equinox,’* 
according to the American Nstura as­ 
sociation, which publishes an extended 
Statement on the point In Nature 
magazine, by O. F. Talman of the 
United States weather bureau. 
"Of 
course In the long run many storms 
do occur about these dates, Just as 
they occur at all other times," the 
writer points out, "but there Is no 
scientific reason for supposing their 
occurrence can ha connected lo any 
W wey with the sun’s passage over what 
schoolboy described as a 'menag­ 
erie lion running around the earth’." 
Looked for In Autumn. 
An "oqulnoctlal" is looked for In 
tho United Stat## particularly in tho 
autumn. 
Tho autumnal equinox oc­ 
curs during the season of West India 
hurricanes, and It occasionally hap­ 
pens that storms of this character 
•weep up our eastern seaboard wlth- 
I* a week or two of the date In ques­ 
tion, extending their Influence far in­ 
land.

New York with its 6,000,000 plus and Chicago with its near 
3,000,000, eaeli gaining about 3 per cent a year, may bo expected 
to keep their places for some decades, because of their big lead 
and Philadelphia’s slow gain. 
Some of those toward the tail end 
cf this list may fall out. 
Cincinnati has gained only 25 per cent 
in as many years, and Pittsburgh and Boston only 39 lier cent.

More City Managers 


Rochester, N. Y., has just voted to establish the manager 
form of government. 
It will have a council of nine members, one 
from each of four districts and five at large. There will be a -bort 
ballot and non-partisan elections. 
Kansas City and Cincinnati are putting in their first new 
councils under city manager charters. 
It cannot be too often repeated that merely changing a char­ 
ter and getting a new form of government, no lustier how desir­ 
able its theory may appear, will not produce clean and competent 
city government. 
An enlightened and active population can get 
good government out of almost any form, and a lax and careless 
population cannot get good government no matter what it tries. 
Still, there must be a reason for the growing population of 
the city manager plan. 
We suspect there are two reasons. 
One 
is that it is really a good plan. The other is that ii takes a certain 
amount of enlightenment and activity on the part of the popula­ 
tion to make so radical a change in governmental form, and some 
of this activity and enlightment holds ovu? and supports 1 he man­ 
ager.

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“EQUINOCTIAL 
^ STORMS" MYTH 


Have No Standing in Meteo- 
rology, Say* Weather 
Bureau Expert. 


Washington.—Till* 
I* 
th* 
storm 
time of th* year, but Iher# ar* no 
•uch things na "equinoctial storms.’* 
They ure a myth and have no stand­ 
ing In meteorology, according to a 
statement by th* American Nature 
Association. This will shock thousands 
who hav* carried from school days 
some h a ir Information about "equinoc­ 
tial storms." such as caught th* Shen­ 
andoah. 
They ar* Un* squalls. 
"There Is no maximum of storm 
frequency 
according 
to 
statistic*, 
either lo this country or In Europe, 
close to the date of either ‘equinox," 
according to the American Nature as­ 
sociation, which publishes an extended 
Statement on th# point In Nature 
magazine, by O. F. Telman of the 
United States weather bureau. 
“Of 
course In the long run mony etorme 
do occur about these date*, Just aa 
they occur at all other times," the 
w riter points oat, "but there is no 
scientific reason for supposing their 
occurrence can be connected In any 
W'fray with the sun’s passage over what 
schoolboy described as a ‘menag­ 
erie lion running around the eerth’." 
Looked for In Autumn. 
An “equinoctial” Is looked for In 
tilt United States particularly In the 
autumn. 
The autumnal equinox oc­ 
curs during the season of West India 
hurricanes, and It occasionally hap­ 
pens that storms of this character 
•weep np our eastern seaboard with­ 
al a week or two of the date In ques­ 
tion, extending their Influence far In­ 
land. 
These events hava probably 
helped to foster the widespread belief 
In an autumnal equinoctial storm. 
“The Shenandoah was caught In a 
Ila* squall,” the statement continue*. 
“A balloon or airplane would not 
have been exposed to similar strain 
and would probably have weathered 
the gale. 
"In fact, part of th# wrecked alr- 
•hlp, containing some of the gasbags, 
was wafted to earth 12 miles from the 
scene of the disaster, carrying sev­ 
eral member* of the crew to a safe 
lauding. 
“The squall that caused this tragedy 
of the air takes Its place In the cata­ 
logue of historic storms. It brought to 
general 
knowledge 
th# 
fact, 
pre­ 
viously little realized except by weath­ 
er men and airmen, that storms can 
wreak their fury by blowing vertical­ 
ly as well is horisontally. 
It also 
naturalized the term "llne-squall” In 
the popular vocabulary. 
“Violent 
upward 
and 
downward 
movements of the air prevail In all 
squalls and thunderstorms. 
This fact 
has been known for many year*, but 
# 
** has only recently assumed practical 
importance. 
Formerly only th# birde 
and 
occasional 
balloonists 
were 
whirled aloft or dashed downward by 
vertical gales, but today such gales 
threaten the lives of sn army of aero­ 
nauts. 
"Squalls, like tornadoes, ar* of such 
brief duration and generally of such 
limited area that they defy predic­ 
tion by means of th# ordinary id a c h In - 
ary of weather forecasting. 
“As to storms, th# “fclf Wind of Ire­ 
land.’ January 0-T, 1889, according to 
contemporary

If summer lingers, throwing the fall 
trade sales behind, the fact Is noted 
by the underwriters’ loss committee; 
if the winter Is unusually severe, a 
closer watch is kept on the spring 
trades, for straw hats and flimsy dress 
goods will be retarded on their way 
to market and the weaker elements of 
those trades may be pinched.
